The pole in question is lo¬ 
cated in front of 734 W. Alegria, 
at the southeast corner of 
Alegria and Michillinda, where 
Homeowner Mae Heston has 
complained that the utility has 
erected a pole and guy wire 
in front of the entrance to her 
property. 

Miss Heston contends that the 
polo .serves no purpose in Si¬ 
erra Madre and is there only 
to accommodate the Pasadena 
side of Michillinda.

The 
walkways were next, then the 
planting of lawn, and finally 
came the horseshoe pits and 
shuffi e b o a r d courts. Harold 
Roberts of Roberts Market was 
park commissioner when Mr. 

Lauber first entered the city’s 
employ. 

“It’s been a 365-day-a-year 
job, with most weeks averag¬ 
ing 50 or 60 hours of work,” 
the veteran city employee ad¬ 
mitted. “But it was worth it

Fifteen-day camping limits 
have been established for many 
of the state’s 111 park units, 
the Sacramento office of the 
State Division of Beaches and 
Parks announces.

publicans have today,” Admir¬ 
al Gehres said. “Those who 
should provide leadership have 
shown a lack of conviction. 
They’re bankrupt of honor,” he 
stormed. 

Denouncing the “sell outs” at 
Yalta and Potsdam, the speaker 
said, “today in Korea, 12,000 
American men lie dead in pay¬ 
ment for the iniquities of our 
government.” 

Admiral Gehres said the GOP 
should pledge itself to a “lim¬ 
ited government” and one dedi¬ 
cated to the maintenance of 
our own military and financial 
security. "Our object must be 
to end giving away (abroad) 
the sustenance of American 
people without their consent.” 

He charged that public 
schools today are distorting and 
“'•alking down” one of the bas¬ 
ic human rights—“the right to 
acquire, keep, and dispose of 
private property, or the 'fruits 
of man’s labor’.” 

“The deepest depths of hu¬ 
man slavery result where this 
ri.ght is not held sacred,” Ad¬ 
miral Gehres stated. 

The speaker was introduced 
by Edward S. Shattuck.

one more accumulation of ar¬ 
bitrary action on the part of 
someone.” 

“Why,” he asked, “should 
citizens of Sierra Madre be in¬ 
convenienced for the develop¬ 
ment of Pasadena?” 

"First, someone dug up a city 
street without permission,” Mr. 
Eaton said. “Then it was the 
digging up of a drain; then 
someone put in a power line 
without the city’s approval. 
And now this ...” 

Knox Hagar, a representa- 
ive of the phone company, said 
“we’re willing to cooperate with 
anything that is reasonable. 
But we are serving Sierra Ma¬ 
dre by servicing this area.” 

Mr. Hagar stated that with¬ 
in the past two weeks, “a 
prominent Sierra Madre busi¬ 
nessman” has called the com¬ 
pany twice, urging the speedy 
installation of telephone ser¬ 
vice in the Coronet tract. 

Sierra Madre’s business peo¬ 
ple are anxious to get the ser¬ 
vice in,” he pointed out. 

Councilman Charles L. Wash¬ 
burn suggested that the Edison 
Company pole on the northeast 
corner might be used as the 
needed “anchor” for across the 
street in the ranch. 

Mr. Hagar said it was his 
opinion that the power pole 
possibly could be used. He 
stated that his company will 
talk with Miss Heston and Di¬ 
rector of Public Works Glenn 
Watson and see what can be 
done to solve the problem. 

Two weeks ago the Council 
proposed an ordinance which 
would require utilities to get 
permission before installing 
poles on public property. It 
was pointed out Tuesday, how¬ 
ever, that the law would not 
help Miss Heston since it 
could not be made retroactive.
